> In what respect are the allies ‘sitting 
by?”?, 1t seems to us that the allies are 
engaged to the limit of their capacity, with 
the exception of the United States, and 
this nation is coming up, fast. 

England’s forces are holding lines in 
France, in Italy, in Soloniki, in Mesopo- 
tainia, in Palestine,-German East Africa 

France is. resisting ‘to. the limit of her 


. Man power in France, Italy and Saloniki. 


Italy is holding the line on the Piave 
‘and helping in France. 

The United States is getting men to 
the front as fast as she can build ships and 
train the men.. 

The fact that the fighting is largely 
contined to the western front by no means 
implies that Russia ‘has been abandoned, 
Kyery German killed or captured on the 
western front is that much help to Russia. 
The war is’one that must go. to the point 
of exhaustion and the allies have more 
man power, : of 

So far as the allies are concerned, they 
may as well meet the Teutonic horde in 
Northern France as anywhere else, since 
the task is to the finish or to the extermin- 
‘nation of Germany’s man power. The. 
allies will have released the German grip 
on Russia when they have killed a suf- 
ficient number of German soldiers to des: 
troy German resistance. 

Germany can not replace ‘the men she 
is losing now, but the allied losses are be- 
Jing replaced, and they are being réplaced 
in constantly augmenting numbers. 

The allies are not losing sight of the 
German grip’ on Russia, and when they 
kill 5,000,000 more Germans in France, that 
grip on Russia will have to relax. 

There is not going to be a world en- 
slaved by the Prussian brutes—not even.
